(1) Appijps'nf argues that Higuchi reference fails to teach or suggest an intermediate layer having a Shore D hardness of 53 to 65 and a 
cover having a Shore D hardness of 37 to 50. Higuchi clearly shows the hardness ranges of the claimed invention as stated in the Final 
Office Action. 

(2) Applicant argues that Higuchi does not teach that the intermediate layer is harder than the cover. The "intermdiate layer is harder than 
the cover" is not in the claim language. Applicant merely recites the hardness range of the intermediate layer and cover layer, and 
Examiner only needs to show a reference have such hardness ranges for the intermediate and cover layer, and the claimed hardness 
range(s) for both layers are anticipated by Higuchi reference. 
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
